Certified Milk and Yearly Records 


How Rock River Farms have successfully solved the problem of making satisfactory yearly 
records along with the practical production of certified milk 
By H. W. ALLYN, Supt. Rock River Farms 








Editor’s Note: 

Rock River Farms produces 1500 quarts a day of certified 
Holstein milk for the Chicago market. For this they receive a 
wholesale price of 16 cents a quart, or an income of $240 a day. 
That they have a herd of profit producers is shown by their 
herd average of 13,600 Ibs. milk, 470 lbs, fat. per cow for their 
whole herd of eighty-two milking cows. This means an av- 
erage income of over $1000 per cow for the entire herd. We 
have no record of a herd of comparable size approaching these. 
figures either for average production or gross return. Now the 
problem that breeders have had to contend with in the pro- 
duction of certified milk is how to organize their operations so 
that they can also develop their herds in semi-official test 
with three and four times a day milking. 


Rock River Farms have solved this problem to the satis- 
faction of all concerned—and in this article Supt. Allyn tells 
the story for the benefit of World readers. This is a lesson. 


HE Editor of the Holstein-Friesian World, if I under- 
T stand him, would like to have me set down a brief 

account of the simple and successful production of 
CERTIFIED milk in the purebred Holstein herd at Rock 
River Farms. 

We produce, bottle, ice and ship from the Farms to 
Chicago daily, the second largest amount of CERTIFIED 
milk, I believe shipped from any farm into the Chicago 
market. This market including two nearby towns de- 
mands about 1500 quarts of ROCK RIVER CERTIFIED 
daily. We are milking nearly 100 cows this year in three 
barns, twice, three times, and four times daily respect- 
ively and all in stanchions. We bottle only once each 
day. Last year our cows broke seven Illinois State rec- 
ords. The herd as a whole in cow-testing Association, 
with an average of 82 cows last year, produced 37 pounds 
per cow per day. That is to say the 82 cows averaged 


over 470 lbs. of butterfat and 13,600 lbs. of milk for the 
year. This production is said by the Extension Depart- 
ment to constitute a new high record for herds numbering 
anywhere near so many head. This included the whole 
milking herd, first calf heifers, mature cows, the poorer 
producers as well as the dozen whose seven-day records 
averaged over 30 lbs. of butter, not to mentioan the five 
whose year records averaged 1000 lbs. 

Your readers if they are interested will be so because 
we have met the exacting requirements of the Medical 
Milk Commission for CERTIFIED milk and yet bottle 
once a day, and because bottling only once a day never- 
theless we milk in three different barns, twice, three times 
and four times a day. This last we had to do to conform 
to contemporary methods and to meet existing compe- 
tition among breeders. The whole herd originally was 
milked twice daily and the milk bottled after each milk- 
ing, as in most certified dairies. But we found that as the 
large producers in our herd increased in number it became 
impracticable to put a handful of them in a box stall for 
special four-time milking, with their milk not available as 
a certified product. For a year we maintained two-time 
milking in one barn and three-time in the other barn. We 
found the three-time bottling altogether unsatisfactory. 
The records made did not do justice to the heavy produc- 
ers. It was then necessary to consider some radical in- 
novation if we were to progress. As everyone familiar 
with the certifying of clean, raw milk knows, it is neces- 
sary first, to produce the milk under exacting conditions 
of cleanliness, second, to chill and keep it chilled from the 
time it leaves the cows until it reaches the consumer. We

needed to find a means to chill the milk, to keep it chilled, 
and to keep it absolutely clean from the time it left the 
cow until it could be bottled ONCE IN 24 HOURS. There 
was in existence a double jacketed container generally 
used for pasteurization. This container is made with only 
the outlet to break the smooth, whole inside milk contain- 
ing part. It had been adapted roughly for the purpose of 
chilling rather than of heating milk. It remained for us 
to perfect that adaptation. In brief, instead of circulating 
hot water against the outside of the inner milk-containing 
jacket or container, we circulate brine and so are able to 
maintain the milk at a temperature a little above freez- 
ing. The process, as I have suggested, is simple. After 
the milk is run out and bottled, the milk container is 
thoroughly washed and then steam sterilized in the same 
manner as it was cooled. At each milking the milk is 
brought in sterilized cans from the barns (all connected 
in one building) and poured directly into this container 
where a slow moving electrically driven paddle keeps the 
milk in motion and insures the exactly even distribution 
of butterfat to each bottle. The hours of milking and 




















bottling and sterilizing are shown on the chart, as well as 
the 24-hour record of the temperature of cooling and the 
time and temperature of sterilization. 

When this method and equipment were proposed, the 
proposal received little encouragement from members of 
the Milk Commission, the veterinarians, or the representa- 
tives of the distributors. It has justified itself to all of 
them. Our counts remain low, when an occasional diffi- 
culty arises and there is an occasional high count, it is 
seldom that we do not trace it to some source other than 
the cooling container. 

Through the use of this equipment and by handling our 
test cows in stanchions it has been possible for us to make 
satisfactory records, and constantly higher records while 
at the same time producing CERTIFIED milk. The chill- 
ed sterile container and attached devices reduce the labor 
cost of bottling to a minimum, record the temperatures in 
permanent form for the guidance of the management, and 
make it possible to keep the milk at once so clean and so 
cold that it meets the high standard set by the Chicago 
Medical Milk Commission.

And then, too, Genesee 
County neighbor breeders of his had just presented him with an exquisite lov- 
ing-cup. This, according to A. C. Anderson, formerly head of the Dairy De- 
partment of the Michigan Agricultural College, who acted as spokesman in 
presenting the cup, is to serve as a perpetual reminder to Mr. Aitken of the 
esteem in which the “home-county” folks hold him. 

And not only this, but M. W. Wentworth, connected with D. D., in Hol- 
stein matters for years, had just turned over to him a gift from Holstein Cattle 
Breeders of Michigan, the pair of true type statutes that had been secured 
for the occasion. 

Small wonder, then, that Mr. Aitken felt overwhelmed. 

But there were other happy individuals gathered in the big tent besides 
D. D. Lovers of the Black and White from all over Michigan had a chance to 
inspect the Aitken herd consisting of three better than thirty-pound cows and 
their relatives. Maplecrest Korndyke Hengerveld, the only living Century 
Sire, the greatest number of whose 106 tested daughters made their records 
in the herds of Mr. Aitken and Mr. Wentworth, was on ex- 
hibition to the eager visitors. 

Nothing had been omitted to make the folks feel “at 
home”, tables for the picnic dinner, free milk and ice 
cream provided by the Freeman Dairy Company of Flint,

EGIS PIETERTJE PROSPECT, since December, 1920, 
Gy rontes champion milk producer in yearly division by a 

wide margin and famous as the only 37,000-lb. cow 
in the world, has come back in nine-year-old form with 
another sensational yearly record.

The 
record for two years is held by De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, 
the Canadian champion, one of whose records was made 
under the supervision of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada and whose latest sensational record-breaking 
performance was made under the joint supervision of

both the Canadian and American Associations. The two 
years’ total of Segis Pietertje Prospect stands second 
only to that of De Kol Plus Segis Dixie, taking the place 
of that other Canadian producer, Bella Pontiac, with a 
two years’ total of 2728.75 lbs. butter and of Adirondac 
Weitske Dairy Maid whose two best year’s total 2715.29 
lbs. butter. Prospect is the third cow of our breed and 
the fourth of any breed to make two records each above 
1000 lbs. butterfat and she is the second cow of any breed 
to make two records each above 1100 Ibs. butterfat. 


The first record-breaking test of Segis Pietertje Pros- 
pect has been so widely exploited that we will not repeat 
the details at this time. The world’s record at that time 
was held by Tilly Alcartra with her production of 33,425.3 
Ibs. milk and the feat of increasing this performance by 
nearly four thousand pounds was one of the great events 
in Holstein progress. No other cow has averaged over 100 
lbs. milk a day for a full year. In her next lactation after 
the completion of this great record, she increased her 
7-day figures to 39.19 lbs., but was not carried through 
the year for that-lactation. Her latest freshening was in 
nine-year-old form and she started out with a 32-lb. butter 
record, somewhat smaller than her 33-lb. performance in 
her best 7 days during her other record-breaking year.

On the Dairy Queen page this week we present a five- 
generation pedigree of Segis Pietertje Prospect. We 
would call particular attention to the fact that her sire, 
King Segis 10th, also produced Matador Segis Walker, 
senior herd sire at Carnation Stock Farms, whose off- 
spring are doing such sensational work not only in offi- 
cial and semi-official test but also in the show ring. Trac- 
ing her pedigree in every line back to importation, we 
find that the great sire, Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, ap-

portant lessons. We note that the high cow in this asso- 
ciation set a new cow testing association record for the 
state of Virginia and is claimed to be the champion year- 
record grade cow of the entire South. This cow, Sadie, 
whose picture appears on this page, is a five-year-old grade 
Holstein, owned by Ben Middleton, of Herndon, Virginia, 
and her production for the year is 18,490 lbs. milk, 729.6 
lbs. fat. In connection with this record, the statement 
is made that Sadie was milked but twice daily and re- 
ceived only ordinary farm care and feed, never being 
pushed at any time throughout the year. Under more fa- 
vorable conditions, she would have crowded the leaders 
from New York and Wisconsin mentioned earlier in this 
sketch. As it was, she made a very creditable showing, 
returning $3.99 for every dollar invested in feed, which 
throughout the greater part of the year consisted of 
Larro Dairy Ration. Her roughage consisted of corn silage 
and mixed clover hay. This roughage, including pasture, 
was valued at $41.30 and the grain at $119.62, making 
a total feed bill of $160.92, leaving an income over feed 
of $384.29, giving her a gross income of $545.21.

“A few high lights which are reasons for high produc- 
tion in this association are: 100 per cent purebred sires 
in this association, 100 per cent T. B. tested, 49 silos, and 
305 heifers raised by members of the association. 

“The first annual report of this association three years 
ago showed an average butterfat production of less than 
250 lbs. of butterfat per cow. By continued selection and 
the elimination of the ‘unprofitable’ cows during the past 
three years of the association, the average production of 
butterfat of cows in that community has been raised over 
55 lbs. This is an improvement of approximately 20 per 
cent. Expressed in dollars this increase in production 
alone is worth nearly $2,000 to each member. Add to this 
the increase in sale value of the cows because of their 
cow testing records, and the saving of feed due to more 
economical feeding methods and the value to each member 
of this association can be conservatively estimated at $5,000. 
“If any dairyman who is not a member of a cow test- 
ing association doubts the value of this work, let him 
read the actual results presented above of what one good 
association has done in three years of testing. The dairy-

That job concerns every per- 
son interested in the future of the dairy indus- 
try just as much as it concerns Mr. Skinner and 
his force of experts. The obligation of those 
who are interested in exhibiting in the East, a 
cross section of the dairy industry, does not end 
when they secure the show for Syracuse. It 
will not terminate until the show is an assured 
success financially and as to exhibits and at- 
tendance . 

It is no idle task to sell a great exposition like 


this to a public that knows not what it means. 


Those who have built good will for any product 
realize this. It is hard, unremitting toil and we 
must all put our shoulders to the wheel. 

There is no question about the value of such 
an exposition to the territory in which it is 
staged, for when people realize what the dairy 
industry is, what it does and can mean to agri- 
culture in general they will support it most gen- 
erously, and it is such expositions as the Na- 
tional Dairy Show that bring the public to a 
realization of the importance of dairying. 

The National Dairy Show places a cross sec- 
tion of the dairy industry on exhibit just as a 
merchant places his goods on exhibit in the 
store windows. At the Dairy Show there will 
be assembled the greatest animals of each of 
the dairy breeds. The last word in machinery 
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will be shown to those who have need of it oy 
should be using the most efficient appliances 
Lessons in breeding, feeding, care of animals 
lessons in producing and marketing dairy pro- 
ducts, lessons in every topic in connection with 
the dairy industry will be there for visitors to 
learn. And not only is the show educationa] 
to the highest degree, but entertaining ang 
offering wholesome diversion. 


We bespeak for the show, instant and gener. 
ous support on the part of the Holstein public. 
The Eastern states, hosts to this great exposgj- 
tion, must not fail, and Holstein breeders of 
New York and the states surrounding New York 
must play their part. It isn’t entirely a ques- 
tion of the exhibits of cattle, for that seems to 
be assured, but it is a question of getting the 
idea thoroughly inculcated in the minds of a] 
the people of the East that this show should be 
attended. That’s the big job and every Holstein 
breeder should play a part in it. 


Holstein Grades Excel 


HE most effective extension worker we have is the 
T grade Holstein cow. She speaks a practical language 

and an appealing one. The figures showing the re- 
sults of the Iowa and South Dakota experiment make 
splendid ammunition and present a convincing case for the 
purebred sire and his grade daughters, but the strongest 
influence we have is the every-day demonstration of su. 
periority over the scrub and most other cows by our black 
and white grade Holstein cows. They are the real mis- 
sionaries in extending the market for purebred sires in 
particular and the whole purebred proposition in general. 


In this issue, we are featuring the work of some Vir- 
ginia grade Holsteins which have set marks for produc- 
tion exceeding anything previously recorded in the South- 
ern part of the United States. This is especially noteworthy 
as the territory included comprises a much larger percent. 
age of other breeds of dairy cattle. The particular record 
to which we refer is that of the Virginia grade Holstein, 
Sadie, who produced 729.6 lbs. butterfat in a year and re- 
turned a net profit to her owner amounting to $384.29 on 
her year’s work, returning $3.39 for every dollar invested 
in feed. Another grade Holstein in the same association 
made the spectacular 30-day production of 118.37 lbs. but- 
terfat, which is likewise a new record for the Southern 
states. In fact at the time it was made, no record on a 
grade cow equaling this amount had been announced, al- 
though during the past few months another grade Hol- 
tein in New York State has exceeded it quite substantially. 


Now the great body of dairymen are simply producers 
of milk; they are not situated or fitted particularly for the 
development of special or fancy markets. They want to 
market a standard product as conveniently and, of course, 
as advantageously as possible. The individual dairyman 
realizes that the problem of marketing is a job requiring 
organization and he is for it. He realizes further that his 
individual job is to produce just as efficiently as possible. 
Much depends on his cows. Every community furnishes 
examples of dairymen who are getting a nice return for 
their efforts under the same market conditions ag others 
who are struggling along for nothing or less. The differ- 
ence lies largely in the tools they are working with, al- 
though better methods usually go with better tools. 


It is by reason of this condition, that cow testing asso- 
ciation records or our sub-division B. semi-official test 
mean so much to the average dairyman. He knows they 
are made under conditions of practical dairy husbandry 
that he can subStantially duplicate in his own herd. Thus, 
when we can point, as we are able to, to records on pure- 
bred Holstein cows above 20,000 lbs. milk and 800 Ibs. fat 
in a year on twice-a-day milking and cow testing associa- 
tion records on Holstein grades running up above 700 or 
800 lbs. fat, 20,000 lbs. milk, and in one case even above 
25,000 lbs. milk and 1100 lbs. fat, we have an argument 
that is bound to register with the dairyman. He knows 
that his own individual efforts are not going to affect the 
milk market very decidedly one way or the other, but if 
he can get a herd average of 10,000 Ibs. milk and 360 lbs. 
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fat or 80, he is going to improve his condition very notice- 
ably. 

The experience of thousands of dairymen have proven 
that this mark is possible of attainment within a few 
years time by the use of good purebred sires, no matter 
how scrubby is the foundation. Grade Holstein herds in 
c. T. A. work are every day demonstrating that the figures 
of the Iowa Experiment Station were not overdrawn but 
are being duplicated over and over again in present day 
experiments. Starting with a scrub that produced only 
3.688 Ibs. milk, 175.1 lbs. butterfat in a year, the first gen- 
eration grades in the Iowa demonstration averaged 6,767 
Ibs. milk and 277 lbs. butterfat, while the second genera- 
tion grade Holsteins (carrying seventy-five per cent of 
pure Holstein blood) averaged 10,326 lbs. milk and 399 lbs. 
fat, an increase of 180 per cent for milk and 128 per cent 
for butterfat. 

Cow testing association reports, with their preponder- 
ence of Holstein leaders, also bear out the results of this 
demonstration in which it was shown that the grade Hol- 
steins in each generation produce substantially more than 
the grades of other breeds both in amount and in per cent 
of increase over the scrub foundation. 


We want more ammunition from C. T. A. records re- 
garding the producing ability of good grade Holsteins. A 
great deal of it we get from one source or another, but we 
want to emphasize it more strongly in the future in the 
pelief that the publication of such data will prove to be a 
powerful factor in extending the Holstein market among 
dairymen who are now struggling for the light. We ask 
the cooperation of our readers along this line. 





Special Milk Markets 


VEN as the dairyman must look to more efficient pro- 
E ducing cows as his solution, sc must the breeder 

with the big organization and expensive plant look to 
special markets if he is to “get by” financially. In the 
series of articles on the subject of Special Markets for 
Holstein Milk, now running in these columns, various 
practical problems are discussed. This week Mr. H. W. 
Allyn, Superintendent of Rock River Farms, tells how they 
have worked out the problem of making certified milk on 
a practical basis, at the same time they are developing 
their breeding program through long-time testing. Some- 
thing of the possibilities in developing such special mar- 
kets in purebred Holstein herds is shown by the figures 
from Rock River Farms. This entire herd of eighty-two 
milking cows averaged last year 13,600 lbs. milk, 470 Ibs. 
butterfat. This milk was sold wholesale at sixteen cents 
a quart—which means an average gross return of over 
$1000 per cow. Methods making possible such results are 
worthy of the most careful study. 


Further articles from other Holstein establishments 
that have met with unusual success along this line will 
appear in early issues.

KEEPING MILKING MACHINE 
TUBES STERILE 


summer Weather Hard on Sterilizing 
Solutions—Brine and Hypochlorite 
Recommended 


With the approach of warm 
weather, dairymen who use milkin 
machines often find it difficult to 
keep the sterilizing solution for the 
teat cups and tubes up to standard, 
say the dairy bacteriologists at the 
New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Geneva. A cheap and 
effective means for overcoming this 
obstacle will be found in a home- 
made preparation of salt and bleach- 
ing powder or chloride of lime which, 
with a little extra care in the 
summer, will give year-around satis- 
faction, declare the Station special- 
ists. 

Making Up The Solution 

To make up this solution, the sta- 
tion officials advise mixing the con- 
tents of a 12-ounce can of bieaching 
powder with 1 gallon of water in a 
small covered crock. At first just 
enough water should be added to 
make a paste and then the rest of the 
water added. The clear solution re- 
maining after the mixture has been 
thoroly stirred is the part to be used 
and is known as hypochlorite. One 
quart of this stock solution is then 
added to a strong brine made by 
placing 20 pounds of saltina 20-gallun 
crock filled with clean water to 
within 6 or 8 inches of the top. This 
hypochlorite and salt mixture is then 
ready to receive the milking machine 
tubes and teat cups between milk- 
ings. One pint of the hypochlorite 
should be added twice a week during 
the summer, it is said, and the origi- 
nal water level maintained by adding 
clean water and salt as needed. The 
entire solution should be renewed at 
once if dirt gets in; otherwise it may 
be used as long as it remains clean. 

The Station specialists warn 
against worthless solutions offered 
for sale by druggists and others who 
claim that they are just as good as 
hypochlorite solutions. These  sub- 
stitutes may be actually harmful and 
may lead to prosecutions for adultera- 
tion of milk, it is said, so that the 
dairyman cannot afford to take a 
chance when he has recourse in a 
cheap and © effective preparation 
which has already proved its value.

chairs and a tent to provide comfort 
during the “speaking.” 

Jim Hays, part time Fieldman for 
the State, acted as master of cere- 
monies and commanded the talent. 
The President of the State Holstein 
Association, E. L. Smith, led off with 
a welcome to everyone. John A. Bell, 
Jr., of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, chief 
foreign Holsteiner present, thereupon 
told the breeders how highly the out- 
of-state fellows held Mr. Aitken. 

At this juncture Sid Smith, County 
Agent of Genesee County, marched 
forward with ‘his gang. Smith, who 
has organized six cow testing associ- 
ations, told why cow test work was 
valuable for his dairymen; and ex- 
hibited the members of his “gang” 
as the testers of the associations. 
These gentlemen survived the ordeal 
although a couple betrayed evidence 
of preferring the mechanical side of 
detecting poor paying cows, to pub- 
lic posing. 

The Aitken herd is running high 
in one of these associations. A. C. 
Baltzer, in charge of cow testing as- 
sociation work for the College Dairy 
Department, stated that although 
Genesee had more associations than 
any other county in Michigan, stiil 
there were sixty associations oper- 
ating in the State, testing about 18,- 
000 cows; that this should entitle 
Michigan to second place in the 
Union in this respect. 

Fred Koenig, Extension Director of 
the National Holstein Association, 
followed with brief remarks on the 
aims of his department. 

Another member of the extension 
staff, W. B. Barney, told of his legis- 
lative success in securing passage of 
anti filled-milk and anti-oleo laws in 
practically all the main dairy states. 
Mr. Barney, who has been a Director 
of the National Holstein Assocfation 
for twenty-five consecutive years, 
serving under numerous presidents, 
expressed himself forcibly as to the 
great work done by D. D. Aitken dur- 
ing his seven years as President. 
Barney, who is the oldest Holstein 
breeder west of the Mississippi, and 
a veteran showman and member of 
the True Type Committee, also dem- 


onstrated the pair of models which 
were on exhibition. 

Just in the nick of time, A. J. 
Glover, Editor of Hoard’s Dairyman, 
arrived to go on the program as main 
speaker of the afternoon. Mr. Glover 
paid tribute to the sterling value of 
the service his personal friend, Mr. 
Aitken, had rendered for the dairy in- 
dustry. He plead for more headwork 
in farming, and stated that even in 
these evil days for the farming busi- 
ness if a breeder would determine to 
have the best herd for type and pro- 
duction that it was possible for him 
to construct, and would work toward 
an intelligent ideal that financial re- 
ward would attend his work. . 

Friends who gathered to do honor 
to the Holstein Breed and to D. D. 
Aitken at this meeting, the first of its 
kind attempted in Michigan, drove to 
their homes all over the State with 
sentiments kindred to D. D.’s when 
he exclaimed, “This is the happiest 
and proudest moment of my life!”

Cattle and Crowds Await Gong at First 
Northwest Dairy Exposition 








TAGE settings are up for the first 
S Northwest Dairy Exposition. As 

finishing touches are being given 
the Exposition, which opens Septem- 
ber 1st at the Minnesota State Fair, 
St. Paul, it is apparent that the enter- 
prise is going to live up to its “press- 
agenting” and will be an all-commu- 
nity enterprise, reflecting the varied 
interests of the entire Northwest. 

Headed by an all-state Minnesota 
committee under the chairmanship of 
Governor Preus it is made plain that 
all the groups that are directly and 
indirectly connected with the “billion 
dollar dairy industry’’ have been thor- 
oughly “sold’’ on the show, not only 
in Minnesota, but in Wisconsin, IIli- 
nois, Iowa, North Dakota and other 
western states, and are sending cat- 
tle and crowds. 

Six months ago, even six weeks ago, 
“two big ifs’? loomed as the main ob- 
stacles to the success of this sectional 
venture. These “ifs” are summarized 
in the following questions: Do folks 
living at the center of the wheat and 
corn raising state care enough about 
dairying this year to give warm sup- 





port to a dairy show built expressly 
for them on the costly scale and mag- 
nitude of the National Exposition? 
Second, do big breeders of purebred 
cattle look upon “the western dairy 
classic” as of enough importance to 
warrant their presence with their 
herds three weeks prior to the Na- 
tional Dairy Exposition held at Syra- 
cuse, New York, 1000 miles away? 
Both of these questions are now an- 
swered in the affirmative. The first 
Northwest Dairy Exposition will get 
both crowds and an unprecedented ar- 
ray of fine cattle. 

Premiums total $21,655. Entries 
closed August 6. In Wisconsin, Iowa, 
North Dakota, Illinois, yes, as far east 
as Vermont and as far west as Wash- 
ington, prize herds are ready to enter 
motor bus or palace car and be trans- 
ported to the Twin Cities. The ex- 
tent of the territory from which herds 
are being drawn is no more interest- 
ing than the number of herds sent 
from each state. Though the entry 
lists were not completely checked, 
due to the fact that entries are ac- 
cepted which are in the mails August 





6, indications are that Wisconsin will 
send about 40 herds, Illinois 12, Iowa 
a dozen, North Dakota a half dozen, 
while Minnesota, stimulated by the 
rivalry of sister states, will have 
about twenty-five of her best herds 
there together with dozens of small 
exhibitors... Some of the herds nun- 
ber a score of cattle. The entire low- 
er floor of the finely appointed cattle 
barn has been turned over to their 
use. 

Folks usually come to dairy shows 
to see fine cattle. The promise of this 
array of blooded stock has _ boosted 
the prospective audiences many thou- 
sands, but it must not be supposed 
that this spectacle was the only mag- 
net. There is an internal condition 
in the grain and corn raising belt 
which also is stimulating attendance. 
Farmers are going over to diversified 
farming to ease their pocketbooks, de- 
pleted by the failure of wheat markets 
abroad with its disturbing reaction at 
home. This naturally has brought 4 
demand for purebred cattle, which 
the breeders are seeking to fill, and 
the prospective buyers to find. Not 
only to see but to purchase fine cat- 
tle and sires to head grade herds has 
been the motivating force in part, for 
the large prospective attendance. 

Minnesota usually has warm interest 
in the calf club work of its boys and 
girls.

it was decided to make a test of her 
production for a week and composite 
samples were taken which resulted in 
the figures given above, 591.8 lbs. milk 
with an average of composite test of 
4.5 per cent. Mr. Beardslee furnishes 
the details of the test, in which it 
was stated that during the week the 
dairy herd was turned to pasture and 
as Rose was not contented unless she 
went with them, she was turned out 
and they went to the pasture to milk 
her for the noon milking which was 
unsatisfactory and never measured up 
to the other milkings of the day. She 
was not forced, at any time, but stood 
in the stanchions with the rest of the 
dairy. She was fed a twenty per 
cent protein mixture of which she ate, 
however, about 27 lbs. daily. Mr. 
Beardslee writes that she is due to 
freshen in March next year and he 
feels certain that if he can get as 
good a test next time as they did this 
time, with a little special fitting and 
a }ittle stronger feeding and four 
milkings a day, they can make a 40- 
lb. butter record on her.
